COLUMBUS, June * (/ft—Only 


one major hurdle remains today 
for Ohio's first congressional re- 
districting in 38 years—Governor 
Frank J. Lausche's signature. 


While Mr. Lausche never 


commented publicly on the 
which finally cleared the House 
and Senate late Saturday, he is 
believed to be in favor of the prin- 
cipal of eliminating population in- 
equities in Ohio congressional dis- 
tricts. 


The Senate approved the 


unanimously and the House passed 
it later, 99-19. But voting on early 
parliamentary procedures indica- 
ted there probably would not be 
sufficient votes to override a veto. 
This requires a two-thirds majority 
in both houses. 


Legislative leaders will sign the 


bill Wednesday. Then it will go 
to Mr. Lausche. He can sign it 
veto it, or allow it to become law 
without his signature. Legislators 
will return June 19 to consider any 
vetoes. 


Present Ohio congressional dis- 


tricts are based on 1910 population 
figures. Since then some districts 
have gained tremendously in pop- 
la tion, while others have lost. 


The idea behind redistrieting is 


to make each district as nearly the 
same size in population as possible. 
President Truman has urged the 
size be kept as close to a 350,MX) 
population as possible. 


Ohio's 22nd district in the heavi- 


ly populated Cleveland area is the 
nation's largest, with 900,000 in- 
habitants. The bill would lop off 
238,000 persons to create the new 
23rd District and transfer some 
other population areas to other dis- 
tricts. 


Under the bill, districts would 


range in sine from 224,000 for the 
10th (Fairfield, Hocking, Vinton, 
Athens, Meigs, Jackson, Gallia and 
Lawrence counties) to 545,000 for 
the Third (Montgomery and Butler 
counties*. 


Besides creating 23 districts, the 


measure also would abolish the post 
of congressman-at-large, now held 
by George H. Bender, Cleveland 
Republican. Mr. Bender could run 
in the new 23rd district. 


Ohio now has 16 Republicans, 


j six Democrats and one independent 
in Congress. Republicans have a 
majority in 14 of the new districts, 
Democrats in eight, and one is 
even, an unofficial survey shows, 
18th Congressional 
District Is Unchanged 


The 18th Congressional District 


survived intact and unchanged In 
the redistrieting bill passed In the 
State Legislature Saturday. 


It continues as Columbiana, 


Jefferson, Belmont, Harrison and 
Carroll counties. This district has 
an official population of 321,248, 
according to the 1950 census. 


An earlier version of the bill 


would have shifted Belmont to 
the 15th and added Tuscarawas 
to the 18th. 


Columbiana is the major coun- 


ty in the district with 98,920 pop- 
ulation. 


Mahoning county remains in 


the 19th District, along with the 
southern part of Trumbull county. 
The district previously included 
Mahoning, Trumbull and Ashta- 
bula counties. Under the change, 
Ashtabula and the northern part 
of Trumbull become part of the 
llth District, The 19th District 
will represent 319,000 people,

;lng second-hand bricks, salvaged 
from buildings th»t hav« been 
demolished. 
They are used in 


any mixed form in which they 
are received, with the facade 
punctuated by a few blackened 
burned bricks and old painted 
bricks, weatherbeaten white, yel- 
low, 
or any color, scattered at 


random. People who lik« this 
say it doesn't make the home 
seem »o new — and besides it's 
cheaper to buy used brick than 
new. 


If you are mort or less of a 


purist and 'prefer to take your 
bricks neat, it will be hard to un- 
derstand the liking for second- 
hand bricks. But actually they 
can produce luch a pleasing, in- 
formal appearance that they often 
are used for ranchhouse fireplace 
facings that extend from floor to| 
ceiling. Sometimes the faces are 
rubbed down with emery cloth or 
ground down with corborundum 
to produce a softer tint. 


MODERN architects hav« in- 


troduced another variation that 
makes 
old t i m e bricklayers 


scratch their heads. 
Instead of 


having the mortar joints care- 
fully tooled—that is grooved and 
smoothed—the mortar is allowed 
to extrude like the frosting that 
oozes out between layers of 
cake.

These are arranged around the 


itdge of the foundation slab to 
form an open-front enclosure. The 
mea»urement» are 24 inches from 
front to back and 32 inches wide, 
with a 38 by 16 inch open area. 
The side walls come to a height 
of 16 Inches and th« rear wall to 
24 inches. It should take an hour 
t«> lay the bricks. 


The mortar joints between the 


bricks should be thin; just enough 
to bind them together. Great ac- 
curacy in lining up the walls and 
close measurements are absolutely 
unessential. When five courses of 
brick have been laid, four heavy 
wrought-iron nails should be in- 
serted in the side walls, two on 
each side, to act as supports for 
toe iron grill. 


Many people use the broiler 


grill out of their gas range and 
build the walls to fit it. But as a 
rule any number of good grills 
can be found in local junk yards 
where they have been salvaged 
from old ranges and stoves. 


The method of laying the brick 


which is recommended is unorth- 
odox, but as no strains, stresses or 
load-bearing problems are in- 
volved it will do nicely, and pre- 
sents the easiest plan for the ama- 
teur.
